K n o x v ille . Sept. 22.—The secretary 
of war, who yesterday inspected Camp 
Poland and reviewed the enlisted men 
encamped there, made a speech to the 
commanding officers at General Mc­ 
Kee’s headquarters yesterday morning, 
rn which he fixed the blame for the 
sickness in the different camps through 
the country on the commanding offi­ 
cers. 
At one point he said that the troops 
would have been moved from Chicka­ 
mauga, long before they were, if the 
conditions said to exist had been known. 
Said he: 
“ We received only good reports at 
Washington from the commanding offi­ 
cers, and it was supposed that the out­ 
side reports were exaggerated. 
“ The commanders of camps were re­ 
sponsible tor the condition of their 
camps, and if the men are not well 
care d for and if the hospital and sani­ 
tary conditions are bad the command­ 
ing officer must answer for it. 
“ The war department has been and 
is ready to supply the demands of the 
troops for medicines and sustenance and 
there is no reason why conditions other 
than the best possible should exist.” 
Secretary Alger and party later left 
for Chattanooga. 
L e x in g to n , Ky., Sept. 23,—At the 
conference here Tuesday evening of 
Secretary Alger with General Breckin­ 
ridge, the commander of Camp Hamil­ 
ton. and other officers, General Sanger 
said while the division hospital may be 
a good thing, that as it was conducted 
had been a disgrace to the service; that 
it had deprived the regiments of their 
surgeons and caused hardships on the 
sick who should have had better atten­ 
tion at the proper time. 
Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sternberg in reply insisted that all 
requisitions had been honored in Wash­ 
ington, and that any medical men fail­ 
ing to do their duty should be reported. 
General Waites told Secretary Alger 
that the neglect of some quartermasters 
to furnish supplies was criminal. While 
in Chickamauga he frequents made 
requisitions which were not honored. 
An imperative order had been sent to 
have all water boiled. He made a 
a requisition on Quartermaster General 
Lee for water boilers. No attention 
was paid to his requisition and after 
he repeatedly urged Quartermaster Lee 
to send the boilers, and telling how the 
men were contracting typhoid fever, 
he was met with a reply which read: 
“ The war department does not furnish 
boilers.” 
General Waites then pur­ 
chased the boilers himself, but the seeds 
of typhoid had been sowTn and the daily 
report showed the list of deaths and of 
cases in the hospitals. 
Pointing at Quartermaster Ludington

It occa­ 
sionally happens that as the orderlies 
are unable to watch their entire wards 
all the time a delirious patient slips 
out and makes for the open, hut none of 
them has yet succeeded in getting past 
the guards. This performance is partic 
ularJy troublesome, since it involves 
going through the hospital, after the 
man is captured, to find out from what 
ward he escaped.—New York Sun.

The effects piodnced by the drinking of 
water, as pointed out by our excellent 
contemporary, Health, vary with tho 
manner in which it is drunk. If, for 
instance, a pint of cold water be swal­ 
lowed as a large draft, or if it be taken 
in two portions with a short interval 
between, certain definite results follow 
effects which differ from those which 
would have resulted from the same 
quantity taken by sipping. 
Sipping is 
a powerful stim ulant to the circulation, 
a thing which ordinary drinking is not. 
During, the act of sipping the action 
of the nerve which shows the beats of 
the heart is abolished, and as a conse­ 
quence that organ contracts much more 
rapidly, the pulse beats more quickly 
and the circulation in various parts of 
the body is increased. 
In addition to 
this, we find that the pressure under 
which the bile is secreted is raised by 
the sipping of fluid. And here is a point 
which might well be noted by our read­ 
ers: 
A glass of cold water, slowly sipped, 
will produce greater acceleration of the 
pulse for a time than will a glass of 
wine or spirits taken at a draft. In this

This bird is a little largor than a 
thrush. The plumage is perfectly white, 
the eyes are a pale gray color, and the 
Baked throat and skin around the eyes 
•are of a Ane bright green, while its 
more northerly relative is orange and 
black, vftry much like our oriole. 
It is generally in the early part of the 
day that the campanero sends forth the 
wonderful note that can be heard at a 
distance of three miles. 
Marvelous in­ 
deed must be the mechanism of the vo­ 
cal organs of so small a bird to produce 
so farreaching a note, but thoro is no 
doubt of the fact, for many travelers 
have heard the strange sound uttered 
by the bird when perched on the top­ 
most branch of some withered tree.—

PO RTO RICAN NATIVES. 


D e s c r ip tio n o f T h em b y a M ignon 
r la n N ow W ith th e A rm y. 
Edward Wiudle, formerly a printer 
of Macon, Mo., now with the Third Il­ 
linois in Porto Rico, has written an in­ 
teresting letter to his father at Ethel, 
Macon county, under date of Aug. 21, 
in which he says: “ As I have not writ­ 
ten since I landed in Porto Rico, I 
thought I would write you a few lines 
this beautiful Sunday— that is, it is 
supposed to be Sunday on the island, 
and I suppose it is just the same in the 
United States of America. But of course 
you would not know it was Sunday here 
by the natives, as every day is alike to 
them. 
Those who live in the country 
carry on their tradings as they do on 
the weekday, and if 
anything there 
are more on what I call Market street 
than at any time through the week. 
They live in the mountains, and all 
their resources and produce consist of 
‘lacba’ (milk), for they have lots of fine 
cattle and goats in the mountains, where 
there are the finest pastures you ever 
saw. They also raise some corn, which 
they sell to the city folks, who roast it 
and eat it oft the cob. 
They never feed 
it to the horses, for they won’t eat it. 


Some or tne omcers in our regime 
have tho native ponies, which are very 
small, and they would try to get them 
to eat it, hut they would not touch it. 
“ Tho natives, which are principally 
tho same as our negroes in the United 
States, go out aud pick wild fruit, pine­ 
apples, bananas, cocoanuts, mangoes, 
breadfruit, 
limes and various other 
things and pile stuff on those little po­ 
nies until you can’t see them, aud then 
get on top of the load and go to town I 
and trade for what they need in the j 
way of clothing, excepting shoes. I hav< 
never seen a country native with a shoe 
on, bot their feet, which are very large, 
are as tough as india robber. 
We have 
one working for us at the cook tent, 
carrying wood and water, who, the 
boys say, can step on a nail and clinch 
it as though it had been done with a 
hammer. Bat taking this into consider­ 
ation, they are a very clean set of peo­ 
ple. 
If they only have one rag on, it is 
generally clean.” —St. 
Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

There are few people, we think, who 
thoroughly realize the value of water 
as a beverage or who know how to ob­ 
tain the greatest advantage from it. 
The effects produced by the drinking of 
water, as pointed out by our excellent 
contemporary, Health, vary with tho 
manner in which it is drunk. 
If, for 
instance, a pint of cold water be swal­ 
lowed as a large draft, or if it be taken 
in two portions with a short interval 
between, certain definite results follow 
—effects which differ from those which 
would have resulted from the same 
quantity taken by sipping. 
Sipping is 
a powerful stimulant to the circulation, 
a thing which ordinary drinking is not. 
Dnringi the act of sipping the action 
of the nerve which shows the beats of 
the heart is abolished, and as a conse­ 
quence that organ contracts much more 
rapidly, the pulse beats more quickly 
and the circulation in various parts of 
the body is increased. 
In addition to 
this, we find that the pressure under 
which the bile is secreted is raised by 
the sipping of fluid. And here is a point 
which might well be noted by our read­ 
ers: 
A glass of cold water, slowly sipped, 
w ill produce greater acceleration of the 
pulse for a time than w ill a glass of 
wine or spirits taken at a draft. In this 
connection it may not be out of place to 
mention that sipping cold water w ill 
often allay the craving for alcohol in 
those who have been in the habit of tak­ 
ing too mach of it and who may be en­ 
deavoring to reform, the effeot being 
probably due to the stim ulant action of 
the sipping.

Comfort in traveling is an important 
consideration, and the newest idea for 
a journey is one worth regarding. Dodg­ 
ing railroad cinders and dust is some­ 
thing not to be thought of.

The exhibit of the navy department I 
in the Government building at the Oma- ! 
ha exposition is attracting a great deal 
of attention from all classes of visitors. 
Among the most interesting of the ex- j 
hibits are the models of naval vessels, 


I 
inclnding battleships, armored and un­ 
armored cruisers, gunboats, monitors, 
rams, dispatch boats and the terrible 
dynamiter, the Vesuvius. These models 
are all built exactly to scale and cost 
an average of $6,000 each. One of the 
finest of these models, that of the new 
type of battleship, the Illinois, is exhib­ 
ited in connection with a model dry- 
dock such as is used in repairing ships. 
This drydock was built specially for the 
Transmississippi exposition and cost 
$3, OOO. It is perfect in every detail, and 
exhibitions of docking the Illinois are 
given daily. 
In the exhibit of ordnance for fight­ 
ing these ships is a one-half model of a 
13 inch gun, 40 feet long. A view of 
this monster and a consideration of the 
fact that battleships oarry four of these 
guns, each weighing 68 tons and hurl­ 
ing projectiles weighing I, IOO pounds 
each, give one some idea of the massive 
strength of a first class war vessel. The 
breech and breech mechanism of this 
gun are the most wonderful parts of it. 
Although the breech plug is subjected 
to a pressure of 15 tons to the square 
inch when the gun is fired, it is* loosened 
and opened by a single motion of the 
crank, which visitors are free to oper­ 
ate. There is also one of those wicked 
rapid fire guns which drove the Spanish 
from their guns and swept their ships 
to destruction at Manila and at Santia­ 
go. On this gun are shown the tele­ 
scopic sight and the range finder, as 
well as the pointing mechanism, by 
which 85 aimed shots per minute may 
be made. This, however, seems slow 
when compared with the automatic 
rapid fire gnu which throws 250 one 
pound shells per minute—the terror of 
torpedo boats. Projectiles of all sizes 
for the various guns are exhibited, from 
the monster 13 inch shell to the small 
but terribly penetrating bullet fired 
from the rifle used by the mariues 
whenever they are called upon to make 
a landing and do military duty. Some 
very convincing evidences of the pene­ 
trating power of thesfc ballets are 
shown. 
There is a full sized Whitehead tor­ 
pedo, with its “ war head’’ and ready 
for business, which cost the government 
about $3,000 to produce. Although tor-

A Scotsm an W ho R uled Russia. 
Although not generally known, it is 
rn matter of history that an alien, a 
Scotsman, once held the reins of gov 
comment in Russia, aud to him that 
country owes her civilization, govern 
ment and present position among tho 
nations. Patrick Gordon was born in 
Auchleucbrios,

Tho exhibit of the navy department 
in the Government building at the Oma­ 
ha exposition is attracting a great deal 
of attention from all classes of visitors. 
Among the most interesting of the ex­ 
hibits are the models of naval vessels, 
including battleships, armored and un­ 
armored cruisers, gunboats, monitors, 
rams, dispatch boats and the terrible 
dynamiter, the Vesuvius. These models 
are all built exactly to scale and cost 
an average of $6,000 each. 
One of the 
finest of these models, that of the new 
typo of battleship, the Illinois, is exhib­ 
ited in connection with a model dry- I 
dock such as is used in repairing ships, \ 
This drydock was built specially for the I 
Transmississippi exposition and cost 
$3,000. It is perfect in every detail, and 
exhibitions of docking the Illinois are 
given daily. 
In the exhibit of ordnance for fight­ 
ing these ships is a one-half model of a 
13 inch gun, 40 feet long. 
A view of 
this monster and a consideration of the 
fact that battleships carry four of these 
guns, each weighing 68 tons and hurl­ 
ing projectiles weighing 1,100 pounds 
each, give one some idea of the massive 
strength of a first class war vessel. The 
breech and breech mechanism of this 
gun are the most wonderful parts of it. 
Although the breech ping is subjected 
to a pressure of 15 tons to the square 
inch when the gun is fired, it ik loosened 
and opened by a single motion of the 
orank, which visitors are free to oper­ 
ate. There is also one of those wicked 
rapid fire guns which drove the Spanish 
from their gnus and swept their ships 
to destruction at Manila and at Santia­ 
go. 
On this gun are shown the tele­ 
scopic sight and the range finder, as 
well as the pointing mechanism, by 
which 85 aimed shots per minute may 
be made. This, however, seems slow 
when compared with the automatic 
rapid fire gun which throws 250 one 
pound shells per minute—the terror of 
torpedo boats. 
Projectiles of all sizes 
for the various guns are exhibited, from 
the monster 13 inch shell to the small 
but terribly penetrating bullet fired 
from the rifle used by the mariues 
whenever they are called upon to make 
a landing and do m ilitary duty. 
Some 
very convincing evidences of the pene­ 
trating 
power of tbesb bullets are 
shown. 
There is a full sized Whitehead tor­ 
pedo, with its “ war head” and ready 
for business, which cost the government 
about $3,000 to produce. Although tor­ 
pedoes were not much used in tile late 
war, owing to the watchfulness of the 
lookouts aud the power of the search­ 
light, they are still much to be dreaded 
for the work they can do under certain 
circumstances.

T he A ntiquity o f Glass. 
Glace bas been employed, we know, 
both for decorative and domestic pur 
poses since the dawn of civilization 
The earliest remains date from Egypt 
8004 B. C. aud are preserved in tho 
British museum. It isau amulet, in the 
form of a lion’s head, of opaque blue 
color, with hieroglyphics that determine 
its date. On the rock cut tombs of the 
necropolis of Memphis glass blowers 
were depicted as early as 8900 B. C. 
Stories are told by Pliny, Josephus and 
other writers to account for its discov­ 
ery, but these are very doubtful, so that 
we have only to rely upon facts attested 
by actual remains. 
The discovery was doubtless fortui­ 
tous. 
Such lucky finds are often the 
work of chance. 
When it occurred, we 
cannot determine; but, so far as we 
know, Egypt, as she was the germ of 
all civilization, was also the mother of 
this art, which she applied to a multi 
tude of purposes, strangely excepting 
that which we deem most necessary— 
namely, to admit light into buildings. 
The dwellers by the Nile handed 
down the art to the Phoenicians, who 
in like manner bequeathed it to the As­ 
syrians. 
Then it was passed along to 
the Persians and the Greeks, then to 
the Romans and the Byzantines, who 
in turn communicated it to the Vene­ 
tians. 
The monks of the middle ages 
appropriated it to beautify their Gothic 
temples, and so it came down the centu­ 
ries to modern times.—Frank H. Vize- 
telly in Woman’s Home Companion. 


Bism arck’s Ancestors. 
It is stated that the Bismarcks first 
made their appearance in Brandenburg 
as cloth merchants. 
In 1430 or there­ 
about it is believed that one Claus Bis­ 
marck advanced a sum of money to tho 
Margrave Ludwig, which was secured 
upon the customs of bis native town 
The citizens, however, rebelling against 
this arrangement, the margrave assign­ 
ed to Claus Bismarck the fief of Burg- 
stall, and it was in this manner that the 
nobility of the family began. 
In the 
middle of the sixteenth century the Bis 
marcks came under the sway of the 
Hohenzollerns, to whom they have ever 
remained 
faithful 
vassals.—London 
Globe.

T h# A n tiq u ity o f GIM*. 
Glass bas been employed, we know. 
both for decorative and domestic pur 
poses since the dawn of civilization 
The earliest remains date from Egypt 
3004 B. C. aud are preserved in tho 
British museum. It is an amulet, in the 
form of a lion’s head, of opaque blue 
color, with hieroglyphics that determine 
its date. 
On the rock cut tombs of t h e 
necropolis of Memphis glass blowers 
were depicted as early as 8900 B. C. 
Stories are told by Pliny, Josephus and 
other writers to account for its discov­ 
ery, but these are very doubtful, so that 
we have only to rely upon facts attested 
by actual remain a 
The discovery was doubtless fortui 
tous. 
Such lucky finds are often tne 
work of chance. 
When it occurred, we 
cannot determine; but, so far as we 
know, Egypt, as she was the germ of 
all civilization, was also the mother of 
this art, which she applied to a multi 
tude of purposes, strangely excepting 
that which we deem most necessary— 
namely, to admit light into buildings. 
The dwellers by the Nile handed 
down the art to the Phoenicians, who 
in like manner bequeathed it to the As­ 
syrians. 
Then it was passed along to 
the Persians and the Greeks, then to 
the Romans and the Byzantines, who 
in turn communicated it to the Vene­ 
tians. 
The monks of the middle ages 
appropriated it to beautify their Gothio 
temples, and so it came down the centu­ 
ries to modern times.—Frank H. Vize- 
telly in Woman’s Home Companion. 


B ism arck ’* A ncestors. 
It is stated that tho Bismarcks first 
made their appearance iii Brandenburg 
as cloth merchants. 
In 1430 or there­ 
about it is believed that one Claus Bis­ 
marck advanced a sum of money to the 
Margrave Ludwig, winch was secured 
upon the customs of his native town 
The citizens, however, rebelling against 
this arrangement, the margrave assign­ 
ed to Claus Bismarck tho fief of liurg- 
stall, and it was in this manner that tile 
nobility of the family began.

Great 
Improvement 
Has 
Been 
Wrought by General Wood. 
As the result of the general introduo 
tion in Santiago by General Wood, mil 
itary governor, of American methods of 
condnoting municipal affairs this an­ 
cient and always unhealthy city pre­ 
sents a health record today which is 
quite extraordinary 
considering the 
conditions that existed there about a 
month ago. 
Under the present system 
Santiago is divided in five divisions, 
under five physicians, each division 
having inspectors of sewers, streets, 
houses and dispensaries, with IOO street 
cleaners. Five hundred cabio yards of 
refuse are burned daily, disinfectants 
are distributed wherever they are need­ 
ed, and a heavy fine is imposed for un­ 
cleanliness and failure to report un­ 
healthful conditions and death. 
Quick proofs of the benefit of the sys­ 
tem are famished by the decrease in 
sickness among the poor. 
The daily 
death rate of 70 a month ago has fallen 
to 20. Further evidence of the wisdom 
and thoroughness of the new sanitary 
arrangements is supplied by the lessen­ 
ing of sickness among the new troops. 
General Wood expects in the course of 
another month to make Santiago as 
healthful as the ordinary southern city 
in the United States.—Louisville Cou­ 
rier-Journal.

Now th at General Young has gone to 
Camp Meade aud the detention hospital 
regulations at Camp Wikoff aro not so 
stringent as of necessity they were ear­ 
lier this story can be told w ithout det­ 
rim ent to any one.

The wom ­ 
an poured out a broken and rath er in ­ 
coherent story of her search for her four

“ I ’ve got traces of tw o of th em ,” she 
s a id , “ but I can’t find anything about 
the other two. 
I don’t even know if 
they’re dead or alive. The only place I 
haven’t been is the detention hospital, 
and th ey ’ve turned me back from there 
tw ice.” 
“ It is against the rules of the 
camp, madam, for anybody to go in 
there. 
The danger of spreading infec­ 
tio n ” — “ I m ust go in ,” broke in the 
woman desperately. 
“ My boys m ay be 
dying there now. Captain, yon can take 
me in if you w ill. Let the rules go this 
once. I ’ll take any precautions yon say. 
I ’ll stay in there and help nurse the 
sick. 
Only take me in .” “ Madam, I 
can’t disobey the orders, ” said the cap­ 
tain, but be d id n ’t say it as if he meant 
it, and he looked appealingly a t an offi­ 
cer w ith whom he had been talking. 
The officer was General Young, but the 
woman did not know th is when she 
turned to him w ith her appeal: 
“ C an’t you help me, sir? I know 
w hat m ilitary rules are, but if yon 
could know how I ’ve suffered and what 
it was 
to let my four boys go” — 
“ C hase,” said General Young, 
“ see 
here for a moment. 
Excuse us for a 
m inute, m adam ,” he said to the wom­ 
an. 
Then to C aptain Chase, “ Isn ’t 
there some way to get around this?” 
“ Not w ithin the rulos, general,” said 
tho provost m arshal dubiously.

Wikoff has taken the same form in nine 
cases out of ten among those who have 
beeu in Cuba, no m atter from w hat 
form of fever they are suffering. 
Their 
hallucination is th at they are again 
back in battle. One w ill be rushing up 
a hillside in a charge, another will be 
working his way forw ard from tree to 
tm*, trying to discover some Spanish 
sharpshooter who is firing at him, a 
third w ill be wounded aud tryiug to 
craw l to a place of cover, w hile a fourth 
will urge his ooiuuauious ou. 
Never a 


night passes th at some ward in the gen- ; 
eral hospital is not roused by the cries 
of delirious patients, and tho surgeons 
and orderlies are ready at all tim es for 
hand to hand conflict w ith violent 
cases. 
Some tim e ago it was found j 
necessary to remove from the wards the 
side arm s of the officers who are there 
as patients, but that did not do away 
w ith the fighting spirit. 
An officer got j 
ap the other night, and, w rapping his 
blanket around him, tottered down the 
ward shooting: 
“ Come on, m en! Come on! Sweep j 
those devils off the earth I” An orderly 
seized him. 
He fought as well as he 
iou Id to get away, but in his weakened 
condition he quickly collapsed, and 
bursting into tears cried: “ Let me go! 
Let mo go forw ard ! My men w ill think 
I ’m afraid. 
I shall be called a coward. 
For God’s sake, let me go! I ’m strong 
enough.” 
It was an hour before the idea that 
he was disgraced for life left him . 
A 
private was found stealthily craw ling 
on his stomach along the promenade be­ 
tween the w ards and occasionally stop 
ping to take a careful shot w ith a boot 
which be had picked up somewhere. To 
the nurse who took him back to his 
ward he explained that he had not had 
tim e to dress before going out on skir­ 
m ishing doty, and that his gun was less 
effective than it would have beon had 
the muzzle boeu made smaller. It occa­ 
sionally happens that as the orderlies 
are unable to w atch their entire wards 
all the tim e a delirious patient slips 
out and makes for the open, bot none of 
them has yet succeeded iii getting past 
tho guards. This performance is partic­ 
ularly troublesome, since it involves 
going through the hospital, after the 
m an is captured, to find out from w’hat 
w ard he escaped.—New York Son.

PORTO RICAN NATIVES. 


D e s c r i p t i o n o f T h e m b y it M lia o a 
r i a i i N u tt W i t h t h e A r m y . 
Edw ard W iudle, form erly a printer 
of Macon, M a, now w ith the Third Il­ 
linois in Porto Rico, has w ritten an in ­ 
teresting letter to his father at Ethel, 
Macon ooiiuty, under date of Aug. 21, 
in which he says: “ As I have not w rit­ 
ten since I lauded iii Porto Rico, I 
thought I would w rite you a few’ lines 
this beautiful Sunday— th at is, it is 
supposed to be Sunday on the island, 
and I suppose it is ju st the same in the 
United States of America. But of course 
you would not know it w as Sunday here 
by the natives, as every day is alike to 
them 
Those who live in the country 
carry on their tradings as they do on 
the weekday, aud if 
anything there 
are more on w hat I call M arket street 
than at any tim e through the week. 
They live iii the m ountains, and all 
their resources and produce consist of 
‘laoha’ (m ilk), for they have lots of fine 
cattle aud goats in the mountains, where 
there are the fluent pastures you ever 
saw. They also raise some corn, which 
they sell to tho city folks, who roast it 
and eat it off the cob. 
They never feed 
it to tho horses, for they w on’t eat it. 


Some or toe omcers in our regime 
have the native ponies, which are very 
small, and they would try to get them 
to eat it, bot they woald not touch it. 
“ The natives, which are principally 
the same as our negroes iii the United 
States, go out aud pick wild fruit, pine­ 
apples, bananas, cocoanuts, m angoes 
breadfruit, 
limes ami various other 
things and pile stuff on those little po­ 
nies until yon can’t see them, and then 
get on top of the load and go to town 
and trade for w hat they need in the 
way of clothing, excepting shoes. I hav< 
never seen a country native w ith a shoe 
on, bot their feet, which are very large, 
are as tough as india robber. 
We ha^e 
one w orking for us at the cook tent, 
carrying wood and water, who, the 
boys say, can step on a nail and clinch 
it as though it had been done w ith a 
hammer. But taking this into consider­ 
ation, they are a very clean set of peo­ 
ple. 
If they only have one rag on, it is 
generally clean.’’—St. 
Louis Globe-

The exhibit of the navy department 
in the Government building at the Oma­ 
ha exposition is attracting a great, deal 
of attention from all classes of visitors. 
Among the most interesting of the ex­ 
hibits are tho models of naval vessels, 
including battleships, armored and un­ 
armored cruisers, gun ixia ta, monitors, 
rams, dispatch boats and the terrible 
dynamiter, the Vesuvius. These models 
are all built exactly to scale and cost 
an average of $6,000 each. 
One of the 
finest of these models, that of the new 
type of battleship, the Illinois, is exhib- j 
ited in connection with a model dry- ■ 
dock such as is used in repairing ships, j 
This drydock was built specially for the ; 
Transmississippi exposition and cost 
$3,000. It is perfect in every detail, aud 
exhibitions of docking the Illinois are 
given daily. 
In the exhibit of ordnance for fight- ; 
ing these ships is a one-half model of a 
13 inch gun, 40 feet long. 
A view of 
this monster and a consideration of the 
fact that battleships carry four of these 
guns, each weighing 68 tons and hurl- j 
ing projectiles weighing 1,100 pounds 
each, give one some idea of the massive 
strength of a first class war vessel. The 
breech and breech mechanism of this 
gun are the most wonderful parts of it. 
Although the breech ping is subjected 
to a pressure of 15 tons to the square 
inch when the gun Is fired, it in' loosened 
and opened by a single motion of the 
crank, which visitors are free to oper- j 
ate. 
There is also one of those wicked ! 
rapid fire gnus which drove the Spanish 
from their guns aud swept their ships 
to destruction at Manila aud at Santia­ 
go. 
On this gun are shown the tele­ 
scopic sight and the range finder, as j 
well as the pointing mechanism, by 
which 85 aimed shots per minute may 
be made. 
This, however, seems slow 
when compared with the automatic 
rapid fire gun which throws 250 one 
pound shells per minute—the terror of 
torpedo boats. 
Projectiles of all sizes 
for the various guns are exhibited, from 
tho monster 13 inch shell to the small 
but terribly penetrating bullet fired 
from the rifle used by the mariues 
whenever they are called upon to make 
a lauding and do m ilitary duty. 
Some 
very convincing evidences of the pene­ 
trating 
power of therifc bullets are 
shown. 
There is a full sized Whitehead tor­ 
pedo, with its “ war head" and ready 
for business, which cost the government 
about $3,000 to produce. Although tor­ 
pedoes were not much used in tile late 
war, owing to the watchfulness of the 
lookouts and tho power of tho search­ 
light, they are still much to lie dreaded 
for tile work they eau do uuder certain 
circumstances. 
Resting near the big 13 inch gun and 
forming a fitting companion for it is a 
model of a 14,000 pound anchor. 
Its 
simplicity does not prevent its massive­ 
ness from attracting much attention. 
Near by is a complete diver’s outfit, 
including un air pump anda telephone.

T he A n tiq u ity o f Gift**. 
Glaes bas been employed, we know, 
both for decorative and domestic per 
poses since the dawn of civilization 
The earliest remains date from Eg> pl 
8064 B. C. aud are preserved in tho 
British museum. It is an amulet, in tho 
form of a lion’s head, of opaque blue 
color, with hieroglyphics that determine 
its date. 
On the rock cut tombs of toe 
necropolis of Memphis glass blowers 
were depicted as early as 8900 B. G. 
Stories are told by Pliny, Josephus and 
other writers to account for its discov 
ery, but these are very doubtful, so that 
we have only to rely upon facts attested 
by actual remains. 
The discovery was doubtless fortui 
tons. 
Such lucky finds are often ttie 
work of chance. 
When it occurred, wo 
cannot determine; bot, so far as we 
know, Egypt, as she was the germ of 
all civilization, was also the mother of 
this art, which she applied to a multi 
tude of purposes, strangely excepting 
that which we deem most necessary— 
namely, to admit light into buildings. 
The dwellers by the Nile banded 
down the art to the Phoenicians, who 
in like manner bequeathed it to the Ah 
syrians. 
Then it was passed along to 
the Persians aud the Greeks, then to 
the Komuus aud the Byzantines, who 
in turn communicated it to the Vene­ 
tians. 
The monks of the middle uges 
appropriated it to beautify their Gothic 
temples, und so it came down the centu­ 
ries to modern tim es.—Frank H. Vize-
